homes. The other form, properly call- 
ed sunstroke. Is due to tlie direct ac- 
tion of the sun—probably of its ultra 
violet or chemicnl rays ratlier'thnn of 
its heat rays.

harvesters, ball players, etc., are the 
subjects of true sunstroke.—Dr. T. L..
